Chicago, IL, June 21.—Five hundred 
men marched down Michigan avenue at 
8 o'clock tonight, in the light of red fire 
and Roman candles. 

They bore a score of transparencies 
beautifully lettered, “Cleveland and 
Gray.” 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 
former's nomination is more certain than 
ever. 

Kentucky Flops Over. 

Kentucky, which has been more obdu- 
rate than any of the so-called southern 
states, finally swung into line today, and 
will give Cleveland another ‘solid vote. 
Watterson improved the opportunity to 
advertise himself, regardless of the bitter 
talk in which he has indulged during the 
past few days, and with characteristic 
modesty, he announced that from this 
time forth he should serve as Whitney's 
right bower. McKenzie, however, will 
second Cleveland’s nomination in behalf 
of Kentucky. 

Stephenson for Vice President. 

They. are still discussing candidates for 
the second place in Whitney’s rooms to- 
night, but only two men are considered. 
One is Gray, the other is Stevenson, of 
this state, who was assistant postmaster 
general under Cleveland, and was popular 
enough in years before to carry a repub- 
lican congressional district twice in suc- 
cession. Illinois has decided to urge his 
nomination, and Palmer, will present his 
name. Whitney remains true to Gray. He 
considers Indiana a more important bat- 
tlefield than Illinois. Others, however, 
feel less certain that Gray would add 
strength to the Cleveland ticket. Dick- 
inson said tonight that the convention 
would probably adjourn after nominating 
Cleveland, and take a recess long enough 
to allow for full discussion and the most 
careful consideration of the subject in 
all its bearings. 

No One Can Predict. 

Nobody can predict, with any degree of 
vertainty, the outcome of this struggle. One 
would naturally suppose that Whitney’s 
suddenly acquired prestige wpuld carry the 
state (through, but the bx-secretary has 
taken great care from the beginning not to 
appear as a boss, and while frank and un- 
reserved in his support of Gray, is pécul- 
iarly diffident in urging the adoption of his 
personal viéws. Stevegson’s friends in- 
sist. that they have a fajr fighting chance 
at least. They attribute their confidence 
first to the undefinable distrust of Gray, 
which I noted last night, and second, to a 
pledge of the support from New York, Vir- 
ginia and other anti-Cleveland delegations, 
which will gladly welcome any reasonable 
opportunity to make Gray regret the day 
on which he turned Indiana over to Cleve- 
land. But for this consideration the New 
Yorkers would naturally have supported 
Gray, but Croker thinks that if the ticket 
is to be Cleveland at the top, it may as well 
be Cleveland at the bottom, so there may be 
no question of responsibility in the event 
of either success or failure. : 


Plenty Time for Complication. 


There will be no lack of time for compli- | 


cations and combinations. The convention 
today did only the ordinary preliminary 
work, and the first session tomorrow will 
hardly do more than complete it by adopt- 
ing a platform, listenjng to committees, ete. 

A second session, if held, should see the 
naming of candidates, but not necessarily a 
nomination. The number of orators who de- 
sire to second Abbett’s speech for Cleveland 
grows every hour, and Daniel, of Virginia, 
and possibly one. or two others, will follow 
DeWitt in speaking for Hill. Nevertlicless, 
if speeches are reached, a majority of the 
convention will not be satisfied gyithout a 
ballot.

They are fully equipped with all the latest 
designs, models, etc. 

The degrees conferred are bachelor of 
science and mechanical engineering. 

A post-graduate class is being arranged, 
to cover a period of two years, to give the 
degree of mechanical engineer.

Bpecial Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 
At this writing there is no reason to 


doubt the nomination of Grover Cleveland 
on the first ballot. 

Every change in the situation—each 
phifting scene—has been merely a prepa- 
ration for that event. Every hour has 
shown more clearly the futility of any 
effort to prevent or to postpone that 
result. From the time the delegates of 
the convention found themselves within 
reach of each other the Cleveland move- 


ment has been gathering force and /. 


strength, until now it bids fair to sweep 
everything before it. 

No shrewd political work, no button- 
holing or wire-pulling, nd appeal or argu- 
ment has been necessary to produce this 
result The elements of growth were 
native to ‘the movement; it has swept 
gway what has been called the logic of 
the situation, and has practically over- 
whelmed all opposition. 

The talk about “Cleveland leaders” and 
“Cleveland managers” is nonsense. Ex- | 
cept individual atoms adding infinitesi- 
mal strength and enthusiasm to the move 
ment, they are of no more importance 
than gnats on a bull’s horns. The gnats 
are a part of the procession, to be sure, 
and they may add faintly to the buzz and 
hubbub of the occasion, but they are of 
no importance. The power and momen- 
tum of the Cleveland movement is above 
those who imagine they have it in charge 
and who will hasten, with cheerful assur- 
ance, to claim all the responsibility, 

It is this innate strength of -the Cleve 
land movement that gives such strong 
hopes of the future. It surely seems that 
the momentum which is its most marked 
feature in the convention will outlive the 
coavention itself and rouse in the voters 
of the country an enthusiasm that has 
seldom been witnessed in a political cam- 
paign. This is the hope and there is 
every prospect that it will have a happy 
fulfillment. 

There is no longer any argument about 
the probabilities in New York. There is 
a feeling among democrats that a move- 
ment as spontaneous, as overwhelming 
and as enthusiastic as that which will 
result in the nomination of Mr. Cleveland, 
must be superior to ordinary political con- 
tingencies. There is a feeling that the 
factional fight in New York will promptly 
disappear before it, and that all minor 
differences will be swept away. 

There is no question as to the attitude 
of this section. Stripped of all senti- 
mental trimmings and trappings 
tt will be 2& choice between 
Mr. Cleveland and the force Dill; 
but The Constitution can promise that 
Georgia and the south will heartily re- 
spond to the enthusiasm which insists on 
the nomination of Grover Cleveland.

A Voice from Texas. 

The Houston Post discusses the conges- 
tion of capital in the eastern cities, and 
asks why it does not seek investment in 
Texas. It says: 

Why should money go begging in New York 
at 1 to 1 1-2 per cept and yet be hard to get in 
Texas at what would be considered a very 
high rate of interest anywhere in the east? 
‘Texas needs capital worse than she needs any- 
thing else. She has resources undeveloped, 
thousands of acres of land untilled. All that 
her people wear is manufactured abroad, and 
much that they eat, bread and meat, butter 
and milk (condensed), canned goods, fruits, 
vegetables, + are brought in from other 
states that ve no advantage of climate or 
Boil for producing them. Texans have so long 
been hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for their more enterprising neighbors that 
many of them appear to believe that such is 
their destiny and that there is no escape from 
it. But could not some of this surplus money 
of the north and east be brought to Texas and 
invested in industrial enterprises, be the de- 
velopment of material resources, the im- 
provement of the country and in the building 
up of the towns and cities? With respect to 
territory, Texas is an empire within herself, 
yet almost wholly destitute of manufacturing 
industries of any kind whatever and wholly 
Mependent upon the outside world for almost 
everything she eats, drinks: or wears or uses 
otherwise for comfort or for pleasure. = 

Our contemporary then asks the signifi- 
cant question: “Is it lack of confidence 
in Texas that keeps this capital and 
enterprise away?” 

Unfortunately, that is the true explan-

It will come out all right in the long run. 
Our people welcome capital and enter- 
prise, and they are not likely to indulge 
in the foolish policy of legislating against 
such factors of progress and prosperity. 
If we have made any mistakes in that 
direction they will be remedied when they 
are discovered, and everything will move 
along smoothly. In the meantime, the 
sale of southern securities shows that 
distant capitalists have a very good opin- 
ion of us, in spite of their alleged distrust 
of our legislatures. _ 


From Their Hearts. 


| Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 


The delegates and the 20,000 democrats 
in the wigwam at Chicago honored them- 
selves, yesterday, when they cheered the 
name of James G. Blaine. 

It was a tribute worthy of the golden 
hearts that prompted it—that resolution 
tendering the sympathy of the convention 
to Mr. Blaine in his affliction—and its 
unanimous adoption was just what 
might have been expected. : 

Naturally, the sympathies of the people 
of every section and every party are with 
the Blaines in their bereavement, 4nd the 
spontaneous expression of the popular 
feeling shows how one touch of nature 
brings us all together, despite the limita- 
tions of sectional and political differences. 

And the Chicago incident shows another 
thing, too. Blaine’s name was greeted 
with a storm of cheers, even before the 
tenor of the resolution was understood. 
The great secretary whose genius and pa- 
triotism belong to the whole American 
people has the love and admiration of all 
democrats, and they are not slow to give 
utteranté to the common sentiment. 

A storm of cheers and a rain of tears— 
a strange mingling of enthusiasm and 
pity—these are the tributes of the democ- 
racy alfover the land to the rarely 
gifted leader, whose proud career is draw- 
ing to a close amidst misfortunes and sor- 
rows almost without 1 number! 


Lawyers and Farmers in Congress. 

The present congress is sometimes 
spoken of as the “farmers’ congress,” 
but the facts do not justify the claim. 

Only twenty-three congressmen really 
live by agriculture. There are 270 law- 
yers, and twenty members of the learned 
professions. 

At every session the lawyers constitute 
about three-fourths of congress. The 
legal profession is on top in national leg- 
islation, and it is safe to say that it will 
hold its own for some time to come. 

In this country lawyers are as closely 
in touch with the people as any other 
class. Many of them are farmers, others 
are the sons of farmers, and as they are 
generally men of liberal views they are 
more likely to stand by the agriculturalists 
than to oppose them. The reforms de- 
manded by the farmers are ably cham- 
pioned in every state by lawyers, and 
their presence in congress in such over- 
whelming numbers cannot be regarded as 
a menace to any interest. 

It would be well to have the interests 
of the country almost equally represented 
in our national councils, but lawyers are 
s0 accustomed to represent others faith- 
fully that almost any class would be ben- 
efited more by sending a first-class law- 
yer to congress, than by sending a man of 
less ability. As a rule, our farmer con- 
gressmen are the peers of the professional 
men, and there is plenty of good material 
left at home, but the trouble is that our 
most successful farmers do not like to 
give much of their time to public affairs. 
This is one reason why we find so few of 
them in congress. 


Wages and the Tariff. 

In Pennsylvania the newspapers are 
earnestly discyssing the question of 
wages and the tariff. 

The Pittsburg Leader holds that the 
main object of a protective tariff is to 
keep wages up to a high standard, and 
the leading statesmen of the republican 
party are quoted to the effect that a high 
tariff raises wages while a low tariff 
causes them té fall. 

This year, when the great manufactur- 
ing concerns are making an organized 
effort to reduce wages, the workingmen 
are beginning to question the policy of 
protection. What benefit is going to 
result to the people when the tariff in- 
creases the cost of living and cuts work- 
ingmen down to such low wages that 
they cannot afford to buy high-priced 
goods? 

The republicans are trying to answer 
this troublesome question. They say that 
wages have nothing to do with politics, 
and that the competition in the labor mar- 
ket enables employers to hire men upon 
their own terms. In making this explan- 
ation they have given away their whole 
case. Having admitted that protection 
does not protect the workingmen, and that 
politics and wages have no connection, 
it is now in order for them to give a 
plausible reason for asking the support 
of the’ wage-workers of the country. 

Here is a fine opportunity for the robber 
tariff boomers to display their ingenuity. 


“Freedom of Contracts.” 

We do not hear so much talk about the 
“freedom of contracts” in connection 
with the Hatch anti-option bill. In fact, 
there is. not. much argument against the 
bill to be found in the newspapers.

Watching the Growing Crops. 

The Constitution today prints the first 
of a series of reperts showing the crop 
prospects of the southern states. This 
work is done through the assistance of 
the state chiefs of the United States 
department of agriculture, under an ar- 
rangement never before attempted. 

The growing crops of the south are 
of more interest to the commercial world 
than those of any other country. 

We furnish the world’s supply of cot- 
ton. The fleecy fields of the south are 
richer than the mines of California. So 
rich, indeed, were they that cotton was 
raised to the neglect of the food crops. 
Thus it happened that the money of the 
‘world came to buy our cotton, but it 
had to be spent immediately for the con- 
tents of western smokehouses. 

The time has come when even the 
prodigality of our fields will not with- 
stand the contraction of price, nor the 
droughts of the west. Therefore, the 
policy of less cotton and mére corn has 
been inaugurated. 

The result is being watched with inter- 
est. If our farmers solve the problem of 
raising their own corn, and keeping at 
home the money they get for their cotton, 
it will mark a revolution from old 
methods. 

For this reason The Constitution has de- 
termined to give weekly reports of the 
crop prospect. These reports, gathered 
in various states from Virginia to Texas, 
will be collected by experts and tele- 
graphed to The Constitution, and publish- 
ed ahead of any possible competitor.

MISS ROSE KINGSLY IN COURT. 


A Large Number of Witnesses—The Ar- 
gument Commenced—It Will Be 
Concluded Today: 


A more unique and interesting case was 
never tried in the civil court than the case 
of Keppel vs. Keppel for divorce. 

From 9 o’clock in the morning until 4 
o’clock in the afternoon the time of the 
court, except during the recess taken for 
dinner was continually occupied in the ex- 
amination of witnesses. 

The testimony throughout was in the 
hichest degree sensational and revealed 
to the large crowd of spectators a very 
unusual chapter of domestic estrangement.

A Review of the Case. 

The case is rather involved and compli- 
cated and in order to understand it prop- 
erly it is necessary to review the prelimi- 
nary steps. The first petition for divorce 
was made a few months ago by Mr. Kep- 
pel. When the case was tried the defend- 
ant, Mrs. Keppel, was not represented and 
@ verdict by default was rendered in favor 
of the plaintiff. Two verdicts, however, 
are necessary in order to secure a divorce. 
and Mrs. Keppel at the present term of the 
court entered her application. The case as 
it was opened last Monday was the case 
of Mrs. Keppel against her husband. The 
attorneys, however, for Mrs. Keppel ob- 
jected to the suit and filed a cross bill 
claiming that since Mr. Keppel had been 
granted a verdict in the former trial, he 
should also be recognized as the plaintiff 
in the pending case. ‘he court adopted the 
theory of Mr. Keppel’s lawyers and Mrs. 
Keppel was therefore made the defendant 
in her husband’s suit for a second verdict. 
The trial then proceeded upon the issue 
as to whether or not Mr. Keppel was just- 
ly entitled to a verdict from the jury. 

Mrs. Keppel Testifies. 

Mrs. Keppel was the first witness intro- 
duced yesterday and she testified that her 
husband refused to allow her enough 
money for her household purposes and she 
was obliged to sell part of a ton of coal in 
order to raise money for her daily expenses. 
A lady who understood her condition very 
kindly consented to buy the coal. She 
testified that her husband carried off her 
clock from the house and that she after- 
wards found it at the boarding place of 
Rese Kingsly. When she informed _ the 
plaintiff of her discovery he was greatly 
confused and astonished and exclaimed 
before he could check himself, “My God, 
have you found me out!” 

He began to abuse her, she testified, in 
the summer of 1887, a year after their mar- 
riage. They were then living in Buffalo, 
N. Y. He pulled her out of the bed and en- 
deavored to throwh htér down the steps. 
She clung to the banisters with a stout hold, 
and prevented the plaintiff from carrying 
out his intentions. Fe also tried to shoot 
her and pointed a pistol at her in the act of 
firing. He frequently slapped her in the 
face, especially if she made inquiry as to 
whether he would be out late at night. She 
disclaimed having any relations whatever 
with Bob Delbridge, and simply knew him 
as one of her acquajntances. 

Her testimony wa$ delivered in a modest, 
lady-like manner, aya the jury was evident- 
ly impressed with the truth of her state- 
ment.

THE GHOSTS OF THREE MEN 
Hanging toa = Caused Him to Blow His 


rains Out. 
Mt. Sterling, Ky., June 21.—(Special.)— 
The suicide of Mr. George McCormick, 
well known in southern Georgia, was a 
great shock to his friends. 

On last Wednesday night he concealed 
himself in a blacksmith shop not far from 
his residence and waited for his brother-in- 
law, Dr. J. B. Spratt, Bs pass. This he 
did about 11 o’clock at ght, when McCor- 
mick fired at him. Dr. Spratt at once 
dismounted and went just across the road 
to a neighbor’s house and asked for a shot- 
= and proceeded to investigate who had 

n trying to kill him; but in the mean- 
time McCormick had gone off, evidently 
thinking he had done his work, for he 
went to his brother, Alex Cormick’s house, 
where he told the family he had killed Dr. 
Spratt. Early the next morning he start- 
ed to go home, but went only so far as the 
barn, and there placed the gun to his fore- 
head add sent a load of buckshot into his 
brain. George McCormick was a _ whole- 
souled, generous man, who loved his friends 
and was always willin to spend and to 
be spent for them. He had no better friend 
than his brother-in-law and next door neigh- 
bor, Dr. Spratt, who, during the years of 
ill health, has done all that one man could 
do for another. Mr. McCormick, was bu- 
ried at Camargo Friday by the Masonic 
fraternity. 

There is an incident that we have learned 
in connection with the suicide that seems 
to throw some light on the circumstances 
and points to the fact that his mind has long 
been unhinged. During the war McCor- 
mick was a member of Price’s command, 
and beconting detached, he was captured 
by three guerrillas, who forthwith proceed- 
ed to hang him in the most approved style. 
Just .as they had succeeded in adjusting 
“the noose to their satisfaction and were 
about to complete their work 3 4 rode sev- 
en confederates, who released McCormick 
and forthwith proceeded to hang the late 
hangmen. ee 

McCcrmick has told some of his intimate 
friends that from that day on he could see 
those three men hanging to the treés and 
swaying in the wind, He had two trees 
cut down in his yard some time since be- 
cause he said he could not go out at night 
without seeing those men hanging there. 

For the last month he has discarded his 
cane and carried a gun around with him 
in its stead; still his family were used to 
bis vagaries and did not think much of a 
serious nature wrong with him. 

The above we learn from a near relative 
to whom he had often related the circum- 
stances of the hanging.

HE GOES TO THE PENNSYLVANIA. 


W. A. Turk Succeeds to the Duties of 
the Office Without Change of Title. 
Other Railroad News. 


~ Captain James L. Taylor, general pas- 
senger agent of the Richmond and Dan- 


ville, has resigned. 

Mr. William A. Turk, assistant general 
passenger agent at Charlotte, will dis- 
charge the duties of general passenger 
agent. He will be transferred to the gen- 
eral headquarters at Washington. His 
title will remain as it is and he will 
report to the traffic manager. 

Captain Taylor's resignation is to take 
effect July 1st. It has not been formally 
accepted but will be in a day or two. 
Neither has the official order naming the 
successor to his duties been sent out but 
it is understood that Mr. Turk has been 
designated for the place. 

Captain Taylor goes to the Pennsyl- 
vania Central Railroad Company and 
will hold a high confidential position at 
a splendid salary. His position will be 
in the nature of assistant to President 
George B. Roberts. Captain Taylor is 
now in the west. During the summer he 
will probably go abroad. 

The offer was certainly complimentary 
to Captain Taylor for the entire field of 
passenger men outside the Trunk Line 
Association was looked over and he was 
considered the best man for the position. 
While the nature of the office is only 
known in a general way, it is regarded as 


one of great importance. 

Captain Taylor is a Floridian by birth. 
He went into the army at fifteen and 
saw hard service. After the war he com- 
pleted his education graduating with 
honors. In his early railroad experience 
be was in both freight and passenger 
departments. In 1876 he went to Savan- 
nah with the grees Florida and 
Western railroad and when he resigned 
in 1886 he was general freight and pas- 
senger agent of that company. He made 
a fine record with the Savannah, Florida 
and Western, and his ability attracted 
the Richmond and Danville which offered 
him the general passenger agency. He 
has held that office nearly six years and 
under his brohd, judicious administration 
the Richmond and Danville’s passenger 
service has made great strides and the 
revenues therefrom have correspondingly 
increased. Captain Taylor is a fine exec- 
utive officer and his ability is widely 
known. An address which he delivered 
before the Trunk Line Association some 
time ago attracted general, attention and 
added largely to his reputation. That 
address was on the subject of differential 
rates, always a vexed quéstion in the 
traffic department. It was pronounced the 
ablest address ever delivered before the 
association. Another address of his which 
attracted general attention bore the title: 
“Civilization is only a Question of Trans- 
portation.” 

In the association meetings he is particu- 
larly strong. 

Vhen in Savannah he was captain of 
Company A, Volunteer Gtards, hence his 
title. Captain Taylor is a highly educated, 
cultured, polished gendeman. He _sihas 
friends in every city east of the Mississippi. 
Here in Atlanta he has many friends. 

His new position is said to be a very 
pleasant one. 

Mr. W. A. Turk, who succeeds Captain 
Taylor, has been in the service of the Rich- 
mond and Danville for several years. For 
four years he was located in this city rep- 
ee See Atlanta and Charlotte Air- 
Line. e is now assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville with headquarters at Charlotte. He 
is well known and has a fine record as a 
passenger man. There seems to be a tem- 

orary hitch, pending the general overturn- 

g of Danville affairs, in making a perma- 
nent appointment of a general passenger 
agent. Mr. Turk is supposed to be the 
man who vdll wear the title when the ap- 
pointment is made. Temporarily, he as- 
sumes the duties without change of title. 

Mr. Sam Hardwick, assistant general 
“ape agyes agent, recently located at Wash- 
ngton, will be transferred to Atlanta. At 
present there does not seem to be a prospect 
of another assistant general passenger agent 
being appointed. 


CENTRAL AND DANVILLE. 


Judge Speer Is (Still Listening to the 

: Lawyers. 

Macon, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)}—Judge 
Pratt Adams, of Savannah, in behalf of 
the Central railroad, opened the fourth day 
of the argument on petition to put the 
Richmond and Danville in the hands of 
more receivers. 

The argument, as is usual with that bril- 
liant pleader, was made _ interesting by 
bursts of oratory, and its logic was almost 
irresistible. 

He argued that the Central was entitled 
to the relief it prayed for, and that the a 
pointment of a receiver by the Virginia 
courts should not affect the present hearing. 

The question was discussed from the 
standpoint of the Central not being lien 
creditors, and also as lien creditors as set 
up in the amended bill. 

The argument presented by Judge Adams 
occupied the full session of the court from 
9:30 o’clock a. m. to 1 o’clock, and it would 
be utterly impossible to attempt to give a 
synopsis of what was from the point of 
view of an auditor, by far the most inter- 
esting speech of the present hearing. 

The hearing will be continued tdmorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, when Hon. A. O. 
Bacon will speak. 

Cannot Be Voted Yet. 


After the conclusion of the ‘argument on 
the receivership question, the court turned 
its attention to the petition of the Rich- 
mond Terminal to be allowed to vote the 
majority stock of the Central, a question 
_ has been before the court for some

GAGGING THE TERMINAL. 


It Is Doomed to a Receivership, Too, and 
That Speedily. 

New York, June 21.—The Richmond and 
West Point Terminal Railway and Ware- 
house Company, through John A. Ruther- 
ford, its second vice president, late today 
confessed judgment to Frederick Huide- 
koper and Reuben Foster, receivers of the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Company, 
for $181,906, due on five notes dated March 
4th, Sth, 16th, 30th and May 2, 1892. The 
company has also confessed judgment for 
$30,115 to William P. Clyde, for money 
loaned on March 30, 1892, and for $15,065 
to John C. Maben, for advance of March 
29, 1892. Huidekoper and Foster are the 
two receivers of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, appointed a few days ago by Judge 
Bond. Maben and Clyde were two of the 
three who applied to Judge Bond for the 
appointment of receivers for the Danville 
company. It is generally understood that 
this action is part of a plan to put the 
Richmond Terminal company in the hands 
of a receiver, and an application for a re- 
ceiver for that company is expected to fol- 
low at once. 

These four parties were in close con- 
sultation all day today, but refused to 
make any statement in regard to the affairs 
of the company. eir position now, as 
judgment creditors, is expected to give 
them the right to name the receiver on any 
application that may be made. This step, 
it is thought, is taken in order to facilitate 
om reorganization by Drexel, Morgan &

His life, however, has 
chronicled no happier event than his marriage 
to Miss Sallie Cox, of LaGrange, that brilliant 
and accomplished woman, whose zeal and tal- 
ents have been notable factors in establishing 
the wide and admirable repute of the Southern 
Female college. It is generally agreed that 
no finer musician can be found in the south 
than Mrs. Stanton, and there are .very few peo- 
ple within the range of her acquaintance who 
will concede that she has an equal as an inspir- 
ing teacher of this art divine. The celebrated 
Boston conservatory, a few years ago, was 
eharmecd with her mustc, and went to the un- 


precedented length of paying her lavish com-@¢ 


pliments upon her genius and skill. With the 
full knowledge of these facts, The Constitution 
asked Mr. Stanton:

uille Runs Into an Obstruction 
AND THE ENGINE {8 DERAILED, 


A Large Pile of Crossties on the Track 
Very Nearly Causes a Serious 
Wreck Near Gainesville. 


Richmond and Danville passenger train 
No. 11-due in Atlanta at 11:30 o’clock p. 
ios did not arrive until 1 o’clock this morn- 

g. 

And back of the delay is a right thrilling 
story. 

No. 11 was drawn last night by engine 
692, one of the biggest, heaviest and fast- 
est locomotives on the road. Engineer F. C. 
Warner sat at the throttle and watched 
along the track in front of his flying engine, 
— was brilliantly lighted by the head- 
ight. 

After leaving Longview, a station seventy- 
six miles from Atlanta, Engineer Warner 
gave his engine full sway and came sweep- 
ing along toward Atlanta on good time. 

When between the seventy-fourth and 
seventy-fifth milepost at a rapid speed, En- 
gineer Warner suddenly saw an obstruction 
on the track. 

He was almost upon it at the time, and 
could not reverse his engine before it was 
struck., 

_ The obstruction was placed at a point on 
the bend ofthe curve, and could ‘not be seen 
until the engine was close upon it. 

In a moment after, the engine struck it 
‘and the cars bumped together with fearful 
force, nearly every passenger being dashed 
from his seat. 

The obstruction was a big pile of cross- 
ties, laid across the track and when the en- 
gine stiuck it, she leaped from the track. 
It continued down the track pushing the pile 
of crossties before it. Engineer Warner re 
mained at his post and soon the big locomo- 
tive was at a standstill. ! 

Conductor Roseriborough ran forward with 
his crew to see what was the cause of the 
trouble and found the four front wheels off 
the track, and a big pile of crossties lying 
in front of 692. | 

Word was carried back to Longview, and 
the work train which was stationed there 
came to the place and after an honr’s work 
succeeded in getting the big engine on the 
track. The journey to Atlanta was then 
resumed. | 

It was certainly a narrow escape and the 
passengers on No. 11 got a severe shaking 
up.

Sickening Sight on a French Cruiser After 
an Accident. 

Brest, June 21.—A terrible accident occurred 
yesterday on board the new French cruiser, 
Dupuy de Lomo. Orders had been given for 
a trial of the machinery. While the trial was 
in progress the end of one boiler was blown 
out: The fireroom immediately became filled 
with steam and sulphurous suffocating smoke, 
caused by the water reaching and extinguish- 
ing the fire under the boiler. When the door 
was broken open the men were found lying on 
deck delirious from the agony caused by the 
terrible injuries they had received, some writh- 
ing in their convulsions, their blackened and 
disturbed and fearfully blistered bodies, arms 
and legs presenting a aickening and heart- 
rending sight. Several had bitten themselves 
on their arms and hands and attacked their 
unequally unfortunate companions and bitten 
them. Efforts were immediately taken to 
get the men ont, but the task was difficult, 
through the fact that they were absolutely 
crazy with panic and attacked their would-be 
rescuers with their hands, feet and teeth.

Many races of men live entirely on animal 
food, and these are the more hardy, and, from 
all I have been able to gather on the subject, 
the most free from disease of all kinds, Sir 
Francis Head says of the Pampas Indians: 
“They are all horsemen, or, rather, pass their 
lives on horseback. In spite of the climate, 
which is burning hot in summer and freezing 

‘in winter, these brave men, who bave never 
yet been subdued, are entirely naked and have 
not even a covering for their head. They live 
together in tribes, each of which is governed by 
@ cacique, but they have no fixed place of resi- 
dence. Where the pasture is good there are 
they to be found until it is consumed by their 
horses, and they then instantly move to a more 
verdant spot. They have neither bread, fruit 
nor vegetables, but they subsist entirely on the 
flesh. of their mares.”’ 

Describing thé effect on himself of this diet, 
Sir Francis says: ‘‘After I had been riding 
three or four months and had lived on beef 
and water, I found myself in a condition which 
I can only describe by saying that I telt no ex- 
ertion could kill me, although ,I constantly ar- 
rived socompletly exhausted that I could not 
speak ; yet a few hours’ sleep u 
upon the ground always so completely restored 
me that for a week I could daily be upon my 
horse before sunrise and ride tilt two or three 
hours after sunset, and have really tired ten or 
twelve horses a day. This will explain the 
immense distances which people in South 
America are said to ride, which I am confi- 
dent could only be done on beef and water.’’

© Terrors of Paresis. 
From an Intéfview in St. Louis. 

‘‘Paresis is the most. stubborn and stealthy 
malady that our high-pressure civilization has 
evolved, and itis about the only one with which 
advanced medical skill is unable to successfyl- 
ly cope,’’ said Dr. Barnard Graves, of Philadel- 
phia, at the Lindell. ‘‘It is so insidious in its 
terrible ravages and manifests itself in sucha 
variety of forms that the most watchful and 
learned doctor is liable to be misled by it. For 
instance, you can doubtless recall the queer 
and eccentric actions of some friend, recently 
dead, that preceded his demise many months 
ora year. His strange eonduct never ocourred 
to your mind, perhaps, until after his death 
and you began to summarize and recount his 
virtues. " 

‘It was an unusual irritability here, an un- 
governable excitability there, a sudden and 
incontrollable outburst of passion on another 
occasion, of which you didn’¢ consider him 
capable. All these things, I say, are brought 
up to you after his demise, and you marvel at 
them. Well, they were all simply magnifesta- 
tions of the terrible disease that was fastening 
itself upon him—paresis. 

Overwork, too much burden on his vital en- 
ergy, the constant and tremendous strain on 
his nervous system, and, oftener than aW,-con- 
tinued excitement from dissipation ofidrink 
and late hour hilarity, were developimg’ and 
feeding the monster that was seizing his brain 
to sap the vitality from that organ. 

“It might have been that the death certifi- 
cate read ‘heart failure,’ or, maybe, some*other 
disease with which the medical fraternity is 
acquainted immediately. preceded his death, 
but we doctors are beginning to. realize that 
paresis was the spares cause. Weare 
powerless to check it with drugs, and the 
sooner the profession at large acknowledges this 
inability and, with one voice, cries for the les- 
sening of the pace of living the better is will: 
be for the men of affairs of the country, for it 
is they who are most subject to paresis. You 
never heard of a day laborer or a farmer 
dying of. it.’’

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George Walker's Daughters Accase Him 
Before the Chief, 


WITH FACES FLUSHED WITH ANGER, 


And While Tears Roll Down Their Rosy 
Cheeks, Walker Still Denies the 
Oharge Against Him. 


' Face to face two pretty young girls, 
the very pictures of physical health aud 
beauty, with flashing eyes, and tears rolling 
down their cheeks, accused their father of 
the foulest crime in all the category, in 
Chief Connolly’s office yesterday afternoon. 

Their cheeks were flushed with the tinge 
of modesty, their eyes sparkled with in- 
dignation, tears rolled down their rosy 
cheeks, and their lips quivered with ex- 
citement as they told their story. 

If it was a fable those young girls were 
telling, it was cleverly put together, and 
marvelously jwell told. Then they told it 
pver many times without a change as to 
Details. F 

If it, the story, was true, the truth could 
not be blacker, more heinous, or more in- 
buman. 

Before his indignant daughters, who ac- 
cused him, the father stood, denying, with 
what resistance he could, the story they 
told, but evidently badly perturbed in 
spirit and disturbed in mind. 

He denounced their whole story as a 
fabrication, made up by his daughters as 
@n excuse to get to leave home. 

The man was G. W. Walker, who was 
prrested Monday on the charge of attempt- 
ed rape upon his two daughters, 

They Secure Work. 

The story of Walker’s arrest was told in 
yesterday’s Constitution, and, as_ stated, 
‘Walker vigorously denied being guilty of 
the charge. 

Walker remained in jail all day yester- 
day and last night, and still occupies cell 
No. 7 at police headquarters. 

Yesterday morning was the time set by 
Walker for getting out, but, instead of 
doing that, the case against him grew 
worse looking, and things became decidedly 
more blue. 

Yesterday morning Detective Harvey 
Bedford set out in search for the young 
girls. He went to their aunt’s residence, 
pn Peachtree street, where the girls were 
paid to be stopping. 

Mrs. Collins stated that the girls left her 
house early in the morning to find work, 
Bs they were determined not to go back to 
their father and live with him after what 
bad occurred. 

Both girls have been at Mrs. Collins’s 
home since Thursday, and have been try- 
ing to find work. 

The two girls applied to the superintend- 
ent of the Atlanta Paper Company early 
yesterday morning for work in the factory. 
After talking with the girls a short while, 
the superintendent put them to work in the 
box department. About noon Detectives 
Bedford and Billie Crim called on the girls, 
and asked them for a statement of the af- 
fair. They were reluctant about mention- 
fing the affair at first, but, in a few mo- 
ments, they told the whole story in a very 
straightforward manner. The girls prom- 
ised to call later at Chief Connolly’s office 
and repeat what they had told the detec- 
tives, and, if necessary, face their father 
with the accusation—the terrible charge— 
they had to make against him. 

They Call on the Chief. 


At 6 o’clock, just as soon as working 
hours were over, the two girls came to 
police headquarters, and went to Chief 
Connoliy’s office. They were backward 
and demure looking, but, upon being 
questioned, told the story of their father’s 
unnatural and brutal conduct toward them. 

Chief Connolly questioned them in such 
@ manner as he thought would make them 
weaken if their stories were not true, but 
nothing would make them depart from a 
single detail of what they had first told, 
and any amount of questioning only elicited 
the same facts. 

The eldest girl, Ida, first told her story, 
She is a healthy-looking country girl of 
eighteen years. She said that her father 
had first assaulted her by catching hold of 
her arm. She tried to make him let her 
loose and quite a struggle ensued. She 
finally freed herself from his grasp. That 
afternoon he told her to do some work, and 
he had gone to his shop. She left and came 
to Atlanta to her aunt’s, walking half the 
way and riding the other half on a load of 
wood, paying out the last cent of money 
she had for the privilege. She told her aunt 
her story immediately upon her arrival and 
Mrs. Collins, indignant at such conduct on 
the part of Walker, offered the girl shel- 
ter until she could secure work, and offered 
her a home ever afterwards. . 

The next Monday Lula, the sixteen-year- 
old daughter, came to her aunt’s nome, cry- 
ing and telling a story ever worse than that 
told by her sister. She had trudged all 

way from her country home to Atlanta 
to escape her father. She said that on 
the night after her sister Ida left her father 
came to her bedroom and assaulted her. 
After a hard struggle she succeeded in es- 
eaping from him. 

To Chief Connolly the girls repeated these 
gtories substantially. 

Faced Their Father. 
| After hearing the girls’ stories and ques- 
tioning them fully in regard to it, Chief 
yma g sent for Walker and Call Officer 
Beavers brought the prisoner in. 

Walker walked into Chief Connolly’s of- 
fice with head bowed down, and seemed not 
to be ‘conscious of his daughters’ presence 
in the rocm. 

Chief Connolly repeated what the girls 
had said, and then had the girls to face 
jWalker and accuse him. One at a time the 

irls stood before their father and accused 

im, making the same statement as at 


first. 

“It’s aot true,” said Walker, addressing 
the chief of police. “‘The girls used to live 
here in Atlanta and they have been want- 
ing to come back ever since. They only 
wanted an excuse. They thought I was 
too close on them out at the farm, but I 
wasn’t. I ought to have been harder on 
them. ‘They just made up this tale for an 
excuse to leave home and come here.” 

The girls said they were willing to kiss 
the Bible and swear to what they had told 
the chief, although they had no desire to 
get their father into trovble. 

In His Cell. 

Walker was carried back to his cell and 
Bpent the evening watching the ‘gambols of 
an army of rats which is garrisoned in the 
the police station. 

He received one or two callers during 
the afternoon, to whom he talked through 
the bars. : 

To a Constitution reporter he said: 

“Just tell my friends not to forsake me 
until thev know I’m in the wrong. I still 
deny the charge. I don’t believe my daugh- 
ters will ever go into court and swear these 
tales they’ve been telling. I hope not. I'd 
hate to think that I had raised children who 
would tell such black lies as tifat. Noth- 
jng has been swWorn yet.- It’s all talk.” 

The courts will investigate the charge 
Bgainst Walker.
